Roosevelt Balks At Change 
of Quota in His Sugar Bill 


The United States Sugar Com- 
pany would build a large mill at 
Canal Point if its production was 
permitted to be increased, accord- 
ing to long-standing report.

A sub-committee of congress 
had recommended that American 
producers be permitted. lo increasé 
their production.

Washington, May 4.—Dissatis- 
fied with subcommittee changes 
in the. administration's Sugar 
Control Bill, President Roosevelt 
has indicated to associates in the 
executive branch and to some Con- 
gressional leaders that he will 
veto the meagure and scrap the 
entire sugar quota system rather 
than permit it to become law in 
its present fori.
